ing the, service along profitable lines."

FROM THE WEST 


Spokane, Wash., April 17, 1911. 


To The "Tribune Editors:"— 


We left Grand Kapids Monday eve- 


ning, AprillOtli, aud got Into Min- 
neapolis about seven o'clock the next 
morniuR. 
Here we spent the day 


taklna in the sights, and found it to 
be a nice modern city, ranch ou the 
order of all otljer cicles of that size. 
Wo left Minneapolis at 0:45 p. m., 
went to b'ed and woke> up at Aber- 
deen, ,a nice little' oity, well kept. 
The country through that section • is 
priuoipally wheat and oaia, although 
dairying most be cairiod on quite 
extensively, judging from the ntina- 
bor of croaniorlea I saw along the 
route as far as the Missouri River, 
but beyond that point, -there seemed 
to te more 
stock raising for the 


market, until wo got to Lemmon. 


Mohrldge is situated about two 


miles oast of tho Missouri River, and 
la a very uice little town. The bridge 
across the'Missouri River is a veri 
heavy sirnoture, being, I should judge 
folly as heavy again as the North 
Western that crosses tho Wisconsin 
Kiver at Gniud Rapids.

piers ou which the bridge rests, are 
of bod rock from 90 to 100 feet below

while tho truss spans reach 55 feet 
above tho rails.

there are a number of United States 
soldiers there now.

Mennet here; his health is not -very 
good ,at present. " 
Then wes went' 


through the"n Bitterroot Valley 


took the Spokane and Inland Empir 
Electric 
railroad fifty miles to 


Spokane. 
They certainly got u; 


some speed on these western electri 
roads—I think we hit the rails a few 
times in going up to Spokane. 


The first forty miles after leaving 


Rosalia were wheat farms, but tli< 
last ten are practically fruit farms a 
far as one can see Iu auy direction 
even up to the oity limits and in sorni 
places, 
inside the limits. 
Thej 


surely want some money for the flvi 
to ten acre fruit farms, the prices be 
ing from $800 to $1500 or more an 
acre. 


We came into Spofcaue at 10:80 a 


m. Saturday and found a hustling 
wide awake city of about 100,000 
inhabitants. 
This city is 25 year 


old and Grand Rapids, .75 years old 
with a population of 0,500. 
This is 


snrely a great country, with all kinds 
of possibilities; all it needs to make 
it one of the best parts of the United 
States, is to have.the present owners 
ot laud out the value they place on 
laud in half and thereby offer better 
inducements for peopls to buy and 
locate—but $000.00 per acre is rather 
steep for bare laud, as they are now 
hold lug it for, whon some of these 
farms tire often seven to toil miles 
from the city. 
There aro probably 


some cheaper, but SflOO to $1000 per 
ncre seems to be tho general prices. 
I should like very much to own a 
good ton acre farm with water rights 
—but $10,000? 


I have met several with whom I 


was acquainted and thoy all seem to 
lisa tlie country very much. 
I met 


William 
Edwards, 
perhaps bettor 


kuowu as Billy ' Edwards, on tho 
street aud he certainly looks flue aud 
younger than wliou he left Grand 
Rapids. 
Walter Gardner is nicely 


located ou a five acre ranch which he 
rents, and ouly about a ton minute 
walk from the new paper mill where 
hu ia working at his trade. 
There 


aro a number of Grand Rapids and 
Porn Edwards people working on this 
mill. 


I urn iudend very much pleased 


with this part of the country aud the 
general future outlook. 
Of course 


there is a great doal of land in the 
mountains that can never bo culti- 
vated, but the most of it oau be used 
for grazing laud, in fact is so used to 
a largo extent now. 
There is «. vast 


amount of timber left here. 
One cau 


stand in Spokane aud 'look iu auy 
direction and see fine forests ouly^a 
short distance away on the mountain 
olopes. 
Tho timber here is. similar 


to our Norway Pine and-m.a'kes very 
good lumber. 
The "White Pine" so 


called here is more of a larce "Jack 
Pino" than white as we know it in 
Wood County. . The tarn rack 
and 


cedar both grow very tall and straight 
and often roach a diameter of 20 to 30 
inches.

- • ' • 


The coat, of living is somewhat 


higher here, as far as butter, eggs, 
milk aud chickens aro concerned; but 
for 'men's and women's clothing, 1 
think ouo can do fully as well here 
as In Grand Rapids. 
Fruit sells for 


about the same prices as there, al 
though I saw oranges sold for 40 cents 
per dozen, fully a third larger than 
anything I ever eaw on the market 
anywhere. 
They 
certainly 
have 


sales hero aud prices-are cut right in 
two, but one bus to be right ou hand 
as they, seldom last more than one 
day. 


They are now building a now con- 


crete bridge across the Spokaiib River 
that is surely goiuer to be a fine 
structure. 
The spaus are about 125 


feet long aud at least 100 feet high. 
What tlie cost will be I do nob know, 
but probably not loss than from throe 
to four hundred thousand dollars.- 
There are several business blocks from 
8 to 14 stories high ' and are all 
modern buildings. 
The buildings 


outside of tho city on the finit farms' 
are principally on the bungalow style 
aud all have a neat and . home-like 
appearance. 
Most of these farms are 


five acre tracts .but are so laid out 
that there are four to five acre tracts 
in each block, so should one desire a- 
ten or twenty acre in a block; he 
could then get it air in one piece. 


The drinking water here is fine!: 


The water in the Spokane River is as 
clear as crystal and has , a ; slight 
greenish tint as one .sees it .flowing 
along, 
It is n narrow stream' about 


loO'to 200 feet wide aud ia very deep 
with a swift current. 
As far'as-I 


have had a ohauoe to see the; country 
lam very" much, impressed-with it. 
I was not very much taken' up;witlr 
the "Bad Lau^s" 
t-haf we came 


through, and do . not nee to whac ad- 
vantage they cau:be put to., 


The people are a fine lot of Am- 


erican citizens., There are a' large- 
number of Japs here aud:if they are' 
au example of the race,"Uncle- Sam- 
will have'to train his . soldiers1- tovdo' 
some fine shooting, should- he .ever 
find it necessary to take; up,; arms 
against them, for the; .Japs are'small 
marks to shoot at, as they are about 
.the sine of our ten or twevle ;years bio* 
boys on the average. 


We are having a rainstorm here 


today, but It does not rain steady or 
hard; just a cold disagreeable"raim 
They tell me this is the wind-up of 
wintor and afcer this we Will have

I have been down td the paper mill 


anil found they are putting up quite 
a large plant, and think they have a 
very good site. 
Oue can'see from, a, 


high point right across the river near 
the.mill, Spokane and hundreds>bf' 
fruit farms" up and/down the ,vallfly. 
This is a beautiful scene iu the eve- 
ning, with the , electric and steam 
trains going and' comimT continually i 
as well as the electric displays.' 


I shall let you hear from' me' again'

Can Bo Made Any Size If Simple Rule 


Is Observed—Explicit Directions 


That Should Be Carefully 


Followed, 


A very light warm wrap this, that 


Is worked in Solomon knots with 
Andaluslan wool or Borne wool about 
that thickness and a medium size bono 
hook. 
The wrap can bo made any 


size, but when making the foundation 
chain, let it bo a little longer than 
you wish the width ot the finished 
wrap to be; always make three chain 
at beginning of the row to turn.

at beginning of the row to turn.

Useful Hint In Suggestion That Bom 


Knitting Needle May Profit- 


ably Be Employed. 


The hint contained In our sketch 


will be found very imeful for measur- 
ing llqiildn by drops, such as medi- 
cines that have to bo taken In quun 
titles of so many drops, photographic 
materials, etc., etc. , 


It merely consists of n portion of 


a bone knitting needle run through 
tbe center ot the cork so that the 


head and part of the needle Itself 
are Immersed In the liquid. When 
the cork Is withdrawn from the bot- 
tle, tho moisture adhering to tbe 
needle will run down and drip from 
It, and In this way drops can be eas- 
ily and accurately measured with lit- 
tle trouble, tbe head of the needle be- 
ing from time to time Inserted In tho 
liquid until tho required number of 
drops baa been obtained.

Since January 1. 1907, slxty-flve open 


nlr schools for children afflicted with 
or predisposed to tuberculosis have 
been established In twenty-eight cities 
according to an announcement mad 
bv tho National Association for th 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
The first open air school In the United 
States was established on January 1, 
1907 
by tho board of education-of 


Providence. R. L, at the instance of 
Dr. Ellen A. Stone. The next school 
was established la May of the same 
year at Pittsburs, and the third at 
Boston in July. 1008. 
According to 


the reports received by the national 
association, the result of the open air 
class-work has been to restore most 
of the children to normal health ana 
efficiency. 
One of these open air 


schools or classes should be estao- 
lished for each 25,000 population, es- 
pecially in cities.

Wood County's new home for'Jits 


nnfortunates who have beeu found 
incurably insane, will be one of the 
finest asylums in the whole country, 
without regard 
to size, and as a 


county institution will undoubtedly 
be taken as a model for others to be 
built in this and other states. 


The 
county hatf" set a standard 


which experts say is;, worth following' 
in any place where the universal 
problem of oaring lor the demented 
must be met and solved. - At a total 
cost of $180,000, this county, which 
is 30 new that it !s. classed with the 
northern Wisconsin., forests Dy those 
in other localities >»ho do not know 
about it, has shown'; itself up to date 
and progressive to'a great degree, by 
buyintr a 900 acre .tract of farm and 
forest land, selecting a snitable site 
and erecting upon it a building for 
asylum purposes .which will be.-the 
pride of everyone in the section. 


A total of 176 patients can be made 


comfortable 
in the new building. 


One might think tiiat the investment 
was rather large, <as Wood county has 
at present, only forty-eight insane 
who are being oared for ,now at the
